DELIVERED DY THE REV, 3. P, SHIANDEL,
ON THE dth OF JULY, IS,

from their

Furvow Cimizess:i=—The day of the yea
hath returned, which, sinee the year 1376,
hus been a proud doy to the American peo-
ple; a dduy which has ever since been cele-
brated by republicans, more or less, as a day
of remembrances-=us a day of rejorciing----ns
a day of instruction for the rising gencration,
and as a day for admonition, It is therefore
with emotions of joy that | meet with a nuvm-
ber of ny fellow eitizens, and the members
of our Subbath school, on this glorious day----
on this pleasing ocasion ; an pecagion where
it may be expected a unanimity of sentiment
and feelings prevail, amung the assembled
people, with respect to the great subject of
American Independence. Let us then cele-
brate this day as a day of remembrance.
Let us remember that on the 4th of July, 176,
& band of pure patriots, then assembled iu
Congress us representativas of the people, in
Philadelphin, declared themselves indepen-
dent of Great Britain.  These North Ameri-
ean enlonies were previous to that time sub.
jeet to the crown of England, and, as our
Deelaration or Tndependence assures us that
they suffered abuses intolerable from the
King ond his Parlimment, and amidat all the
rwasonable representations and petitionn for
redress, by the good people of our lund, no
attention was paid to their eries and entrea-
ties, but burden afier burden  heaped upon
them, until, like the Tsmaelites of old; in the
land of Egypt, our forefathers were pitied by
the God of nations, and impressed vpon the
winds of our most prtriotie and wise men, to
shuke off the yoke under whieh they groun-
ed. But withal, an attempt was made against
the king with much reluctance. While the
publie mind was balancing upon this event.
ful subject, severl writers placed the advan-
tages of indepéndence in various points of
view. Among them, Thomas Paine, in a
pamphlet under the signature of “Common
Sense,” held the tiost dignified mnk. The
style; manner and languege of this perfor-
mance, was calcilatit! to interest the pak-
sions, and arouse all the aetive powers of hu-
man natore.  The absurdity of wbjnol-llng to
a litde i , such an immiende eontihent,
on ﬂ?: omu"'lu side of the globe, was exhiti-
| ted in such foreible language as to interekl
the pride and honor of the Goldnists in re-
nouncing the government of Great Britain;
and the many thousands, who, but a few
ionihs previons, viewed the mepsire with
abliorence, were now eenvineed, and a de-
termination fired their hearts o have liberty
or death. A declanution of their intentions
was now necessary. The motion for déclar:
ing the colonies free aud independent, was
made by Richard H. Leé, of Virginia; and
when the time arrived for takidg the sub:
jeet in vonsideration, much learning; inge-
nuity ad eloquence were displayed on both
sides of e question.

The disoussions were continued with great
animation for some time. In these, John
Adams and Jolio Dickinson toek leading and
opposite parts. Mr. Adams strongly urged
the immediate dissolation of all politieal con-
nection with Great Britain, and when that
noble instrument of writing, the “Declaration
ol Illdci‘ll‘drn‘“",” Whlt‘.‘h wus l‘e’l’mtll by lh-‘
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illustrious Jefferson, wus read in Congress,
John Adams wrose and expressed himself
something like the following: “Sink or
swimy live or die, survive or purish, 1 give
my hand and heart to this vote.”

Fellow Citizéns, in remembrarice of these
things lot us celebrate this day ina becoming
manner, seeing the high hand of an all-wise,
superintending Providence in this alt iripor-
tant manner. Let us keep in grateful re-
membrance sich men as Jofferson, Adams,
Hanvock, and others, Let us remeniber
with gratefnl hearts, the noble Chieftian and
Father of his country, George Washihgton,
and those brave mon of the revolution who
bled aud died in the contlict for indepen-
dence,
